Charges of murder with malice were 


filed this morning against Cecil Collins 
of Frost in connection with a shooting 
incident at the Brushy Prairie Com- 
munity Thursday afternoon, resulting in 
the death of a 31-year-old Cedar Hill 
resident. 


Collins was released this morning 


after signing a 
$1,000 personal 


recognizance bond. 


Otis Odell Green was pronounced dead 


at the scene of the incident which oc- 
curred at about 4:15 p.m. Thursday, 
according to Navarro County Deputy 
Sheriff Bryan Dunagan who was 
assisted in the investigation by Deputy 
Sheriff Ronald Moses. 


Dunagan said Green was shot once in 


the left side of the chest. A .22 calibre 
pistol is the weapon believed to have 
been used in the shooting. The body was 
taken to Griffin Funeral Home in Corr 
sicana. 


Peace Justice W. H. Tipton who 


conducted the inquest said he is waiting 
for a grand jury to investigate the in- 
cident before he makes a ruling in the 
death. The grand jury will meet on Dec. 
6. 


On Raises, Wafer Hi ke

Corsicana was given the green light to 


go ahead and give city employes their 
full raises projected in the 1971-72 budget 
adopted during the 90-day Presidential 
wage^price freeze which has now been 
lifted in varying degrees under Phase n. 


Not only that, but Corsicana was told 


Wednesday by an Internal Revenue 
Service attorney in Dallas that it may go 
ahead now and put into effect a five 
cents per 1,000 gallon water rate in- 
crease proposed in the budget .but held 
in abeyance because of the freeze. 


City Manager Bob Brockman said 


municipal employes who received the 5 
per cent pay boost initially with the Dec. 
1 check, but who were slated to receive 
hikes in excess of this level will not get 
the originally projected total raise with 
the Dec. 15 payroll check. 


Manager Brockman and City Attorney ' 


Don Pevehouse were in Dallas Wed- 
nesday to clarify Corsicana's own 
situation on the pay raises and water 
rates with the IRS. 


"The water rate hike won't be put into 


effect until sometime after the first of 
the year. Even though we were told we 
could go ahead now, I asked for written 
confirmation to this effect since I am 
leaving the city and I want to make sure 
everything is done right," Brockman 
said. He has submitted his resignation 
effective Jan. 1, 1972, to become city 
manager of Killeen. 


With the "thaw" of the freeze, the Pay 


Board created by President Nixon-seta 
5.5 % maximum limit for boosts in 
employe raises and this Presidentially 
created commission has been reviewing 
applications on their individual merit 
where pay hikes greater than that limit 
had been proposed for employe groups. 


Manager Brockman said seven 


Corsicana employes and department 
heads were proposed for raises that 
exceeded this limit and their mission in 
conferring with the IRS, designated to 
interpret Pay Board and Price Com- 
mission regulations, was to learn just 
what Corsicana could or could not do in 
this regard.

Brockman said they were advised that 


in considering what is allowed, the 
'federal government breaks down em- 
ployes into three 
classifications: 


Supervision, operations and clerical. 
And, as long as raises proposed for all 
employes in a classification unit don't 
exceed the 5.5 per, cent raise limit, in- 
dividuals slated to receive boosts over 
that limit could be given the high er rate 
so long as the total raises projected for 


• the classification group remained within 


5.5 per cent. 


"We are all right there," Manager 


Brockman, said, because the full raises 
proposed for all employes, including the 
seven who were slated to be paid more 
than the general five per cent, won't run 


over the 5.5 per cent for any of the three 
category 
classifications-supervision, 


operations or clerical.)

Pevehouse entered law enforcement in 


1921 as deputy to Navarro County Sheriff 
Walter Hayes. 


Later, he served as a deputy for 


Sheriff John W. Stewart, a former city 
marshall of Corsicana, and Sheriff Tom 
Wilson, a former Rice business man. 


Pevehouse was elected sheriff in July 


of 1928 and re-elected until 1938, when he 
was defeated in a close race by C.O. 
(Cap) Curington. 


He was named deputy United States 


marshal in charge of the Dallas division 
of the Northern District of Texas, a 
position he held for another ten years, 
until 1949. 


1 He returned to Corsicana in 1950, 
served five two-year terms, and is 
completing his fifth four-year term since 
the length of sheriffs' 
terms 
was 


changed to four-year periods. 


Pevehouse was born in Blooming 


Grove and grew up there, where his 
father operated a dry goods business. 
When his father was elected sheriff, the 
family moved to Corsicana for four 
years. 


He married the former Frances ivy bi 


Blooming Grove in August of 1924, and 
they have a son, Dan, who operates a 
welding company.

depths in the Panhandle ranging from 
four to six or seven inches. Roads were 
snowpacked and, in some cases, almost 
impassable. Motorists were advised not 
to travel except in emergency. 


In mid-morning the snow began 


tapering off across the western half of 
the Panhandle although it stillfeU lightly 
at Amarillo and over the surrounding 
area. 


The fall was moderate to heavy in the 


eastern Panhandle, where conditions 
were expected to deteriorate further 
during the day in areas east of Amarillo 
and in eastern New Mexico. 


Heaviest snow report at a late hour 


was nine inches on the ground at Friona, 
while Muleshoe in the South Plains had 
8.5 inches. 


Many schools were closed throughout 


the snowbound areas. In some cases 
school buses collected children 
but 


returned them home again when classes 
were cancelled. 


The weathermen said another high- 


level disturbance approaching from the 
west poses the threat of still more snow 
for Friday night and Saturday. 


In the mountains near El Paso, the 


city's trans-mountain highway was 
closed. 


While the snow tapered down to 


around an inch at Lubbock, freezing rain 
mixed with ice pellets and snow coated 
roads "and bridges with a treacherous 
glaze. Icing also occurred through a 
strip where rain was mixed with snow 
southward past Midland, Odessa and Big 
Spring. 


Warnings against four inches of snow 


or more went up Wednesday night, and a 
special advisory early today predicted 
at least two inches more for the 
Panhandle-Plains before the storm 
moved on toward the east. 


Even heavier snowfalls occurred in 


New Mexico, where 11 inches piled up at 
Las Vegas, and in parts of Colorado, 
Kansas and Oklahoma.

ENNIS—School superintendent 


Forrest E. Watson, a well-known 
Texas educator and civic leader 
here, has resigned his post to 
accept the superintendent's job 
with the Pasadena Independent 
School District. 


Watson 
presented 
his 


resignation to the Ennis School 
board Tuesday evening during a 
special meeting he had called to 
make his 'plans known. He will 
remain as the Ennis district's 
superintendent until July 1. 


"It was a hard decision for me, 


really," Watson said Thursday 
morriingt "because I've enjoyed 
what I've been doing here. But 
the opportunity was just too great 
to pass up. When you're a 
professional, you can't turn down 
too many offers; if you do, then 
after a while the offers just stop 
coming." 


The Pasadena district to which 


Watson will be moving next year 
is the ninth largest in the state. 
Population in the district is 


around 160,000, Watson said, with 
nearly 37,000 students attending 
37 schools there. In addition to the 
district's four large 4—A schools,- 
there are 9 intermediate and 24 
elementary schools, 
Pasadena school district of- 


ficials first approached Watson, 
he said, "in the first day or two of 
November." A search committee 
of educators from three Texas 
universities had screened present 
superintendents throughout the 
state and other candidates, then 
made their recommendations to 
the school board. Watson was 
among those few actually con- 
tacted and, after an interview, 
was offered the job. 


Watson said that he would be 


leaving Ennis "in the last week or 
so in June," the end of his fifth 
year here as superintendent, 


"It's the end of the contract 


year," he stated, "but not the end 
of my contract. It's possible to 
leave in the middle of the school 
year, actually, but there are 
obviously many problems in- 
volved. I don't feel that I could 


subject the school district to such 
problems." 


School board president Jimmie 


Donnell said Thursday that he 
had been "fearful" that the Ennis 
district would lose Watson when 
it became apparent that the 
Pasadena district search com- 
mittee was considering him for 
the job.. 


"We regretted very much 


having 
to 
accept 
his 


resignation," Donnell said, "but 
we're proud to have a superin- 
tendent like Forrest that would 
be chosen for such a high 
promotion." 


Although Watson will still have 


a year left on his three-year 
contract with the Ennis district at 
the thine he leaves, Donnell said 
that the board felt it had no 
choice but to release him. 


"You don't stand in the way of 


a man like Forrest when he gets a 
chance like this," he stated. 


Donnell praised Watson as an 


effective administrator under

He says that when the

The purpose of the Plentiful 
Foods Program is to keep 
market prices stable, to pre- 
vent maladjustments, when- 
ever possible through per- 
suasion and information.

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Newspaper in the Classroom Program 


CHS Students Study the News 


THE BADGE GUYS

"Now 
I know where to find 


things in the paper," commented 
William Parsons, one of 480 local 
high school students who took 
part in the Newspaper in the 
Classroom program. 


Sponsored by the Daily Sun, the 


program emphasized the various 
kinds of writing found in a daily 
newspaper, mostly through 
written exercises. 


For instance, students were 


taught to look for the four kinds of 
news—international, 
national, 


state and local. They worked 
exercises in which they h£d to 
pick out stories and identify their 
classification. 


They also did exercises in 


determining the content of a news 
story from its headline. 


They also did exercises in 


identifying the special types of 
writing found on the sports page 
and were given a long list of 
"sports jargon" words which 
they had to match to certain 
sports. 


They also reviewed editorial 


writing, to notice the difference 


between fact and opinion, the 
purpose of opinion, and the dif- 
ference between locally written 
and syndicated editorials. 


In the same vein, they studied 


the connotation of words and 
their role in editorial writing and 
advertisements, in addition to 
propaganda techniques. Here 
they learned such techniques as 
glittering generalities, name 
calling, transfers, testimonials," 
plain folk devices, and card 
stacking. 


As an exercise, they had to find 


each of the techniques in the 
newspaper and clip it out and 
abel it. 


Another aspect of the study was 


he construction of and the job- 
>pportunities 
found 
on 
a 


newspaper staff. Here, the 
itudents had to answer 20 
luestions about articles, car- 
oons, and syndicated columns 
bund in the Daily Sun, They 


included questions about the 
stands in local editorials, the 
predicted weather, what movies 
were showing at the two local 
theatres, and job opportunities 
advertised in the classified 
section. 


One day, the students went on a 


"treasure hunt" as a fun exercise 
to see who could find all of the 20 
items on a list first. 
• As the final exercise, all have 
to write a letter to the editor to 
tell about their discoveries in the 
program. 


"I think the kids learned a lot 


by the program and all seven of 
us enjoyed teaching it" noted 
Mrs*. Ann Williamson, who added 
.that even teachers have learned 
to read the paper more closely 
than before. 


"But in additon, it helped us 


teach reading, spelling and 
speaking skills in a new and 
exciting way," she said.

anyway," he said — due to 
membership costs. 


Member schools pay a fee to 


join the Association, he said, and 
every few years accreditation 


teams visit the schools for sur- 
veys. Accreditation, teams are 
paid by the member schools, 
Sheffield added, beyond their 
Association membership costs. 


"It's no reflection on our school 


at all," he said. "It's only an 
added accreditation," and the 
school retains its mandatory 
affiliation 
with

Educational Association, the 
state's primary accreditation 
organization.
